POSTAL ADVANCEMENT.

Several complaints bave lately come to
the Bee regurding slowness and irregu-
Jarity in the delivery of mail from the
r;amfﬁce in this aty. Yesterday, the

Jue correspondent asked Postmaster
Watkins the cause of the complaint and
his answer was that his force was inade-
quate to supply the needs of the rapidly
inereasing nopulation of the city. The
amount of mail handled for the Iast quar-
tor wos 1n increase of 50 per cent over
that of the eorresponding quarter last
year. Last month the number of pieces
of mail matter handled by the oflice was
849,005, The carriers’ work was donc
bY eight men, and theae men, as also the
clerks in the office, were overworked. Mr.
Watkins, however said that his office had

but recently been examined by
Messrs. Brown  and Branch, the
vernment  inspectors, and they
ad reported that the clerical

and carrier forces were too small; that
the lobby was also too emall and that the
office furniture ought to be renewed, lle
had fuﬂ. been notitied to put on two extra
onrriers at $500 each per year, to enlarge
the lobby, which he will do by ecutting a
door in the west wall of the building and
to supply the furniture as soon as possi-
ble. My, Wiggins has now been asked
for extra clerks and feels thcz will soon
begranted, ‘The placing of the two extra
curries will require a redistricting of the
city, and will of course in a measure
matisly the demands of the people. But
the place is still too small. Hereafter
flve of tha carriers who work 1n the in-
termedinte belt between the business
district and the limits will be allowed car
fare, and Mr. Watkins is now making
his estimate of the amount required,
which will be forwarded by the postal
dopartment.

The Drainage of Venijee.

Rome eorvespondence London Stand-
ard: Veniee has taken np the question
of sanitation, and the Institito Venet
has inaugurated a  discussion on "“th
drainage of cities in relation to endemic
and epidemic maladies, with general ref-
erence to drainage system existing in the
city of Venice and the moditications to be
made 1n it 1n the limitations imposed by
the special topographteal conditions of
the eity, with the scope of its npplm:lli(all
to the sanitary needs of the city.” From
a brochure on early drains in Venice,
just published by the well-known Vene-
tian architect, Giacomo Boni, I translate
the following passages: “In December
Iast our muanieipal couneil voted a tax on
private sewers proportional to the dam-
age they do to the banks of the canals,
which encourages the use of cesspools.
It is nccr.-.ﬂunryrhmﬂcmr. to regulate the
construotion and  empyting of these.
There are many things to  be
noted concerning the construction of
drains. The worst of their inconvenience
is tha deterioration after a long time of
the subsoil of a house or entire city, where
the air circulates and comes out charged
with axhalations, where infectious gorms
find conditions favorable to reproduc-
tion and deveiopment bhecause in land
under human habitation, as in the earth
of cemeteries, nfter a time the reducing
agents are exhansted. From the point
of view of health, to this use of cesspools
in earth already Saturday, we should
prefer the harmless custom of the fisher
population of some of our islands, who
throw everylhing into the eanals, where
the sult-water, solvent par excellence ana
universal disinfectant, takes charge of
the consequences. In the special ease of
Venice where the sen water floods the
Innd, we must study what its disinfect-
propertics may be, what its nction filtent-
m‘i through the porous gtrata of the sub-
soil of our city, and how this action can
be best ulilized for general adviantage
without any intention to trifle with the
cleanlineds of our canals. Cesspools sur-
vounded by sea  water, or by n soil
through which the sea water filters frecly,
will operate botter thun those of pre-
svmed impermeability.'’ It scems to me
that the Yenetians have like the Romuns,
taken up the question sertously, without
waiting to be driyen by the foreign press.

Some Old Sunday Cuatoms,

Dr. Eggleston contributes an illustrated
paper on ‘‘Church and Meeting-House
Before the Revelution™ to the April Con-
tury. From it we quete as follows: “‘In
Connecticut, perhaps more than any-
whero else, .zhmdn.y was a sorl of popular
1dol, nor (id the rigor of its observance
abate rceptibly until long after the
revolution. ‘This extreme scrupulosity
about Sabbath-keeping was doubtless
the moying eause of the building of the
“'Sabbath-day homes;” these were little
shanties standing on the nieeting-house
green, each intended to accommodate a
famiiy during the mterval between the
two sorvices, Some Sabbath.day houses
were built with a stall atone end to
shelter the horse, while the family took
refuge in the other, whers Lhere was u
chimney and a meager furmiture of rude
sents and a table, Here on arriyal be-
fore the first service the owners
hghted a fire and  deposited  their
luncheon, and to this camp-like place
they came back to eat their dough-nuts
and thaw themselves out after their first
long sitting in the arctie climate of the
meeting-house.  Sometimes two families
had u Sabbath-day house together; some-
times there were two rooms in & Sab-
bith-day honse that the sexes might sit
apart---for nothing so agreeable as con-
verse between boys and girls was per-
mitted during the consecrated time. But
some parishes in Massachusetts, and per-
haps elsowhere, had a common ‘noon
house' for wil comers to rest in.  Fireside
assemblages on Sunday, whether in the
parsonnge or in the noon house, were in
danger of proving delightful to those
who were prone to enjoy the society of
other human beings, and hesee the pas-
tors ‘were put upon their best contrivan-
ces’” to have most of the interval between
the serviees filled up with the reading
aloud of edifying books and other exer-
eises calenlnted 1o keep the mind in a be-
bomingly irksome frame."
